It la noticeable 
tbet tbe earne element that loet tbe 
Glen Bldge battle waa tbe aeme element 
tbet prompted and aided tbe annexation 
echeme. 

Notwithstanding tbe preetlge of well- 
known namea In the town and a liberal 
supply of means, and tbe aid of the moot 
powerful political machine In tbe State, 
tbe element that lost tbe Glen Bldge 
flgbt wee baffled again In the annexation 
struggle. 

It la a lew In tbe political affaire of a 
community ea well as In everything else 
tbet unsuooeaeful elements ere inevit¬ 
ably obliterated by other elements wbo 
■eke capital out of tbe defeats end 
looses of tbe unsuccessful leaders. This 
Is a process tbet baa been golog on here 
for some time, end at tbe banquet at 
tbs firs nouss on Tuesday night tt 
ripened end blossomed out as the “ New 
Era." 

To those accustomed to attending 
pubUo functions in this town there was 
a remarkable abeeooe of familiar f css 
and voices at Tuesday night’s affair. 
Perhaps It was appropriate tbet the 
fallen powers of tbe old era were not 
present at tbe birth of tbe new era. for 
tbs new era means tbet new men are to 
control lo Bloomfield, and that new 
policies are to prevail, and that public 
spirit la to be appealed to to arouse 
Itself, and place Bloomfield In a position 
where It will be to tbe advantage of 
Glen Bldge and Bloomfield to act In uni 
son lo publle matters. 

Another aim of tbe new era la to 
stamp out tbe pessimism that has given 
so many people tbe blues In public mat¬ 
ters. Tbe new era stands for an Inde¬ 
pendent and united Bloomfield. Under 
tbe predominating Influences of tbe new 
era tbs town has branched out Into mu¬ 
nicipal ownership. The town now owns 
tte water plant, and oonducte a water 
department. Tbe town no longer reots 
firs bouses, but owns them, and the 
effect of tbe new policy was manlfeeted 
Tuesday In one of tbe greatest Jubilee 
demonstrations ever witnessed In the 
town. Tbe speeches at tbe bmquet 
were all radiant with new era bloom. 
There Is this one soag ahead of tbe new 
era and tbe men wbo are to man tbe new 
boat which was ao successfully and en. 
thoslastloally launched Tuesday night 
must keep a sharp lookout forward. 

Boms among tbe annexatloolats are 
ardent disciples of tbe famous William 
Prlnoo of Orange, and are adapts In 
eventually reaping tbe fruits of victory 
from an apparent disastrous defeat. 
If tbe promoters of the new era get to. 
gather and keep together they mny be 
able for many years to come to avoid 
the bomb of dlaaeoalon that sotqa wily 
aonexatlonlet will throw Into the camp 
upoo the first favorable opportunity.

FISHING LINES. 


Tks Terr Fiscal Are 

From Silkworm Oaf. 

Silkworm gut forms tbe best line for 
fishing purposes, partly on account of 
Its great tenacity and partly because It 
is so transparent. Every year a suf¬ 
ficient number of Spanish silkworm 
grubs are selected for this purpose. Aft 
er they havs eaten enough mulberry 
leaves and before they begin to spin 
they are thrown into vinegar for sev¬ 
eral hours. Each insect Is killed, and 
the substance which tbe grnb In the 
natural course would hove spun Into a 
cocoon Is forcibly drawn from the dead 
worm into a much thicker and shorter 
silken thread. 

Tbe threads are then placed in pure 
water for about four hours and after 
ward dipped for teu minutes in a so 
lution of soft soap. Tbe fine outer 
skin Is thus loosened so that the work¬ 
man can remove It with bis hands 
The threads must be dried In a shady 
place and are often bleached with 
sulphur vapor until they acquire tbs 
bright appearance of span glass.—Lon 
don Telegraph.
